Atlanta, Georgia, 
Dear Mr. Willis: As a member 


of the board of directors of the 
Stone Mountain Memorial Asso- 
ciation, I ani impressed more than 
ever with the importance of 
prompt and definite action being 
taken to guarantee a resumption 
of work on the memorial. 

We all must admit that the ex- 
isting status cannot longer con- 
tinue without placing our board 
in an attitude which, to say the 
least, is not pleasing. 

In my opinion, the directors of 
the association either should un- 
dertake immediately to guaran- 
tee a fund of $150,000 to com- 
plete the memorial, or, if this con- 
not be done, the present organiza- 
tion should step aside and put 
the work, unhampered by any 
conditions whatsoever, into the 
hands of others who may be will- 
ing to undertake it. 

Under our contract with Mr. 
Venable, we have about a, year 
and three-quarters ‘in which to 
complete the three central figures 
of the memorial, upon failure to 
do which the memorial reverts to 
Mr. Venable. 

‘If the work is to be completed 
within the limits of the agree- 
ment, there is no time to lose. 

If it cannot be completed by the 
association as now organized, it 
will be a waste of time to lose 
this year and three-quarters with 
no progress whatsoever being 
made on the memorial, upon 
which no work has been done for 
more than a year. 

I suggest, therefore, that the 
present board underwrite a fund 
of $150,000 to complete the monu- 
ment, the money so obtained to 
he devoted solely to the work of 
actual construction and to be 
placed in trust in the hands of a 
committee from the Atlanta Clear- 
ing House Association or any 
other acceptable trustees. 

To this end I am willing to un- 
derwrite $5,000 conditioned only 
upon the remainder of the board, 
within reasonable time, under- 
writing the balance, either in their 
own names, or by the assistance 
of others. 

No one knows better than I of 
your unselfish work in under- 
taking the responsibility of leader- 
ship of the association. If the 
necessary funds cannot be ob- 
tained under your leadership, it 
must be admitted that it will be 
impossible for this organization to 
proceed further. 

I will be glad to have you 
present this suggestion to the 
board.

generously offer to underwrite 
$5,000 of that subscription. I can- 
not express my admiration of your 
generosity and public spirit in of- 
fering to assume so large a pro- 
portion of the subscription you 
suggest. But in frankness, I must 
say that in my judgment the as- 
sociation would not be justified 
in soliciting or accepting subcrip- 
tions to a fund of $150,000, when 
all of us know that such a fund, 
if raised, would be expended in 
the face of a time limit that was 
inadequate to start with, and 
nearly four months of which al- 
ready have expired. Particularly 
so, when we consider the an- 
nouncement to‘the public by Mr. 
Venable that under no considera- 
tion or circumstances will the 
donors extend the time limit, and 
that they intend to take posses- 
sion of the memoria! at the expi- 
ration of the time limit, unless 
the three figures are finished and 
complete in every detail. 

In your letter you suggest that 
if the above plan is not carried out 
by the board of directors, then 
that the association should turn 
the memorial over to some other 
without conditions or re- 
strictions. The question imme- 
diately arises in this connection, 
to what group shall the associa- 
tion turn it over? A few days ago 
Mr. Alston suggested that the 
association and the donors con- 
vey their respective claims of title 


to the state of Georgia; and that. 


a new group be formed by the 
governor, the mayor of Atlanta, 
the mayor of Decatur, the chair- 
man of Fulton county and the 
chairman of DeKalb county, to 
raise funds and carry on the work. 
That. suggestion was immediately 
approved by the board of direc- 
tors, but was rejected by Mr. Ven- 
able, who insisted that the asso- 
ciation immediately turn back the 
monument to the donors for them 
to finish. In reply to that state- 
ment by Mr. Venable I announced 
in the press that I would recom- 
mend to the board of directors 
that they turn the memorial over 
to the donors, subject to a few 
reasonable conditions. One was 
that the donors should furnish 
satisfactory assurance that they 
could raise the funds to finance 
the project to completion. Another 
was, that they should finish the 
figures of Davis, Lee and Jack- 
son within two years, which was 
the same time limit they had im- 
posed upon the association. An- 
other was, that they should pre- 
serve the sculpture carved on 
Stone mountain by Mr. Lukeman 
and should carry out his design. 
That proposal, I feel justified in 
assuming, is not satisfactory te 
the donors, inasmuch as Mr. Ven- 
able has made no reply, either in 
writing to me or in the press. 

With a two-year time limit

no alternative proposition is sug- 
gested to that end. 

Our board has frankly admit- 
ted that the funds contributed, 
from all sources, to the memorial, 
have been exhausted; that the 
association is heavily in debt: 
that work on the monument has 
been indefinitely suspended, and 
that the memorial cannot possi- 
bly be completed within the con- 
tractual time limitation fixed by 
the association under its exten- 
sion contract. 

Realizing this situation, my let- 
ter proposed that if the memorial 
could not be financed to comple- 
tion by the’association, “the pres- 
ent organization should step aside 
and put the work, unhampered 
by any conditions whatsoever into 
the hands of others who may be 
wilting to undertake it.” 

Your letter does not indicate 
that this suggested alternative 
has received favorable considera- 
tion. 

One plan, referred to by you, 
contemplates that the memorial 
be donated to the state of Geor- 
gia, but all of us know that such 
gift, to become effective, must be 
accepted by the general assembly, 
which does not convene until the 
latter part of June, 193l—after 
the association's controi over the 
monument will have expired, and 
after the title to the property 
will have reverted to the donors, 
under the terms of our contract.

THAT NARCOTIC FARM. 


The federal departments of war, 
treasury and justice have agreed 
upon the genera! locations for the 
two narcotic farms, for the confine- 
ment of drug addicts, that were au- 
thorized last January by congress. 
One of them is to be located within 
the territory of Kentucky, Ten- 
southern West Virginia, 
North or South Carolina, northern 
Alabama or Georgia. The site is 
to cover 1,000 acres, be located 
near a city, have climatic and trans- 
portation advantages, and the farm 
will be equipped to,accommodate 
1,000 inmates. 


The equipment o/ the farm will 
cost several millions of dollars and 
the annual maintenance about $1,- 
500,000. 

Protests have beer voiced against 
the location of the farm in Georgia 
and especially in proximity to At- 


lanta. Fears are expresed that the | 
narcotic patients may menace the. 


peace and safety of the people in 
a large area surrounding the farm. 
The fears are based, of course, up- 
on the known irresponsibility and 
criminal inclinat‘ons of those who 
are confirmed diug addicts. 


But, in the light of obvious facts, 
the protests do not seem sufficient- 
ly backed to warrant a decision 
against the location of the farm in 
north Georgia.

New York, September 26.—(4)—' 
London dispatches reporting the Bank 
of England rediscount rate advanced 
uppeared on the Wall Street news 
tickers overan hour before our stock 
market opened at 10-o’clock. There 
was considerable show of strength at 
the opening, with improvement con- 
tinuing the first hour. It was evi- 
dent that there was resumption of the 
strong banking support that came into 
the stock market in the fourth hour 
yesterday at a very critical time. 


Around the end of the first hour 
motor shares began to give way, un- 
settling the stock market, especially 
industrial shares. General Motors 
made a new Jow for this movement 
on its August statement showing sales 
of cars by dealers to the public at 
173,000, which is 8,000 below July 
of this yearand 14,000 below August 
of 1928. For the eight months Gen- 
eral Motors dealers have sold 1,436,- 
000 cars to users while the company 


| has sold 1,529,000 cars to its dealers. 


These figures tell their own story and 
explain recent stock market action 
of motor shares. 

Steel common, closing last night at 
2311-2. opened at 231, advanced in 
the early trading to 238 1-4, broke be- 
fore noon to 230, and then recovered, 
leading the rest of the market. Public 
utifity shares made the best showing 
during the early weakness 

Usually well informed Wall Street 
believes that strong banking support 
came into the stock market late yes- 
terday and again today because im- 
portant interests have many unfin- 
ished plans for public utility corpora- 
tions, investment trusts, holding com- 
panies controlling banks, etc. Those 
who supported the stock market yes- 
terday and todzy realize that there 
is a great mass of outstanding new 
securities that have never been 
through a real stock market test: that 
if such securities were left to them- 
selves and failed to stand a_ severe 
stock market test it would be diffi- 
cult to carry out plans for further 
flotation of investment trusts, hold- 
ing companies, public utility mergers. 


Is Far From Normal. 


One of the largest stock exchange 
houses here in Wall Street, in a let- 
ter to its customers sent out before 
the opening of the stock market point- 
ed the wide price fluctuations that oc- 
curred yesterday both on the New 
York Stock Exchange and on the curb 
market, adding: “To consider the 
situation as anywhere near nurmal is 
too flagrant misinterpretation of pres- 
ent conditions to be even accorded the 
slightest hearing for there is too much 
to be done before any real basis of 
real value can be reached. The ad: 
vance in the London bank rate will 
not help the situation, already much 
involved.” ’ 

Before noon cables from abroad re- 
ported that following the action of the 
Bank of England the Swedish bank 
rate had been advanced from 41-2 per 
cent to 51-2; the Danish rate from 5 
to 51-2 per cent; the Norwegian rate 
from 51-2 per cent to 6. The fed- 
eral reserve bank here recently pub- 
lished a list of 34 foreign central bank 
rates as of September 1. Italy was 7, 


Austria 71-2, Hungary 8, Greece 9h 
Bulgaria 10. Some of these countries 
are unimportant in world finance;.~ 
nevertheless this list plainly shows 
symptoms of what was then going on 
in the world money market. Today 
we are getting more advances in the 
rates of foreign banks. 

Our money market rate is still high 
er than London even with the redise 
count rate there now, 61-2 per cent. 
However, there is an overhead that 
must be paid by London lenders here 
that must be considered. Some Lon-- 
don funds undoubtedly will be with- | 
drawn from this market and undoubt- 
edly the higher rediscount rate will 
stop some funds that otherwise might 
have come here. ‘The higher redis- 
count rate there will also shift ac- 
ceptances from the London market to 
this market, all of which will work for 
higher money here, and all of which 
from the viewpoint of disinterested 
stockmarket observers means more 
handwriting on the wall. Selling of 
stocks was resumed the last hour. 

Real Meaning. 

To the average trader in the stock 
market in and out of Wall Street, an 
advance in the rediscount rate of the 
Bank of England from 5 1-2 per cent 
to 6 1-2 has no significance. The 
comment of the average stock markét 
trader on today’s early news from 
London was: “Well, what of it?’’ 
That point of view fits in with the 
widely prevailing idea that we are 
living in a new world; that old stuff 
is of no value; that long established 
economic and financial rules should be 
scrapped. 

There are people in and out of Wall 
Street, however, who realize the sig- 
nificance of an increase of a full 
1 per cent in the Bank of England 
discount rate from 5 1-2 to 1-2 
per cent following the increase of 
1 per cent from 41-2 to 5 1-2 last 
February. The Bank of Egnland has 
only advanced its rediscount rate a 
full one per cent on very rare and 
widely separated occasions and only 
when existing conditions were any- 
thing bnt normal.. The last time the 
Bank of England advanced its redis- 
count rate a full 1 per cent before 
last February was in April of 1920, 
when the whole world was confronted 
with post-war deflation following five 
yedrs of the worst war and wartime 
inflation in the history of the world. 
In April of 1920 the Bank of Eng- 
land advanced its rediscount rate from 
6 per cent to It remained at. 7 
until April of 1921, when it was re- 
duced to 6 1-2. The 7 per cent rate 
between April ‘of 1920 and April of 
1921, was the highest touched during 
all of the war and postwar inflation 
period. The rate established today of 
6 1-2 per cent is within a 1-2 per 
cent of the high rate of the World 
War and postwar period. 

Our own rediscount rate here in 
New York is now 6 per cent, having 
been advanced from 5 last month. 
This is within one per cent of the 
high touched during the war and post- 
war period. Our rediscount rate Was: 
advanced from 6 per cent to 7 in 
June of 1920 and remained at 7 until 
May of 1921, when it was reduced to 
6 1-2 per cent,

A Breathing g Spell in Wheat

Perusal of the early articles in this 
series discloses the following inter- 
esting squib: “Inadequate rainfall ic 
Canada this summer would help the 
United States wheat farmer more 
than a dozen farm relief bills could.” 

Since then, nature has frowned 
upon the poor Canadian farmer and 


smiled upon some of his brothers on 


the United States siule of the border. 


The drougth extended down into the 
spring wheat belt of the United States. 
cutting production a third below the 
1928 harvest in this territory. The 
loss in Canada bulked even larger. 

The crop there will be not much more | 
than half as large as last year. 

Fortune has favored’ the winter 
wheat farmer. A good-sized crop 
sold at profitable prices, has netted 
him considerably greater income than 
last season. 

However, those who rushed their 
wheat to market early were benefited 
least. In 1928, when they were in a 
mood to hold back their wheat, they 
saw prices melt before their eyes as 
the season advanced. So they rea- 
soned: “We won't be stung again in 
1929; early to market we'll go.” Thus 
they withheld wheat in the year when 
the price trend was downward and 
dumped when it turned upward. 

Yet, many can afford to buy new 
automobiles this season. 

During the period of heavy market 
receipts, prices reacted from the high 
levels that had been reached. The 
tremendous size of the visible supply 
has tended to prolong the period of 
irregularity. 

From now on, the actual movement 
of wheat will become small compared 
with. earlier years. North Dakota. 
Montana, and the prairie provinces 
have relatively moderate amounts to 
ship. 

It the basis for another bull move in 
the making? The Argentine needs 
more rain, recent precipitation being 
considered inadequate. Another dry 
spell would again touch .off specula- 
tive sentiment.
